He 
noted that‘original plans were 
to use private financing but the 
tight money market forced th- 
em to the federal lending ag- 
ency. 
Smith told the council the 
82 skilled bed nursing home 
would employ %2 people on a 
permanent basis after comp- 
letion, Up to 125 will be used 
during construction, which is 
scheduled to begin on July 
Ist. The building will take 
ten or eleven months to com- 
plete and will cost $1,000,000. 
The new facility will be 
built on a tract of land in the 


Sand Hill Development Park, 


out Smith Avenue near the 
Elba city limits. ' 

Prior to giving the needed 
approval, the city council ca- 
lied in Dr. V. D. McCreary, 
chairman of the Planning and 
Zoning Board; Charles P. Ha- 
yes, Ill, chairman of the Wa- 
ter and Electric Board and 
also Mr. Henry Padgett, who 
serves Elba as a consulting 


engineer on various projects. ' 


After the above three had 
reviewed the detailed plans 
with Mr. Smith, five recom- 
mended changes were read into 
the council minutes and ac- 
cepted by the construction 
company. - The firm also of- 
fered a $20,000 construction 
bond to insure the streets, wa- 
ter and sewer pipes they in- 
Stall at their own expense will 
be up to acceptable standards. 
This was accepted andthe pro- 
per letters were drafted dur- 
ing the meeting. 

The master plan for the 
development includes apart- 
ments, doctor and dentist of- 
fices, day care center for ch- 
ildren and other projects on 
the 40 acre tract. This will 
be phased in over a five year 
period. Current plans are for 
construction to begin on 40 of 
the apartments in twelve to 
eighteen months. 

Ground-breaking ceremo- 
nies were scheduled for Wed- 
nesday morning at 8:30 but 
were delayed by the constr- 
uction company due to other 
commitments. 


Ronnie Hammons appeared 
before the council asking for 
financial help in paying a li- 
feguard at the Mulberry pool. 
He noted that there had been 
very little use of the pool 
and the gate receipts had not 
been enough for him to pay 
his helpers. Hammonds is 
operating the pool this sum- 
mer on a lease basis where 
he keeps all the revenue gen- 
erated to pay expenses and any 
possible profit is his pay for 
his services. The council 
approved his request for two 
months and promised to re- 
view the matter again at th- 
at time. Hammonds also told 


the council his plans for get- 


ting his lifeguards certified 
by the Red Cross. 


Leon Miller, Cedar Lane 
Drive, appeared beforé the co- 
uncil requesting help when wa- 
ter from the road pours into 
his yard.

-Prescott suggested a method 


to drain the street and the 
council approved the relief and 
Miller left satisfied. 


The council was brought 
up-to-date

the Board, Councilman Ch- 
arles Ellis nominated Russell 
Cash with Ben Carpenter sec- 
onding. Councilman Ronnie 
Vaughan nominated Jake L. 
Morrow with Sharpless secon- 
ding. Councilman Virgil Co- 
leman nominated Bishop W. T. 
Harris and the nomination died 
for lack of a second. 

The first vote was on Mor- 
row with Vaughan and Sharp- 
less voting yes and Ellis, Car- 
penter and Coleman voting no. 
Then Russell Cash was con- 
sidered with the vote being 
exactly reversed, thereby ap- 
pointing Russell Cash to the 
Elba School Board. 


The council heard an offer 
from Mr. Dean Kyle to spray 
Elba for mosquitoes with his 
aerial spray rig. The council 
asked for further information 
and instructed the city clerk 
to get this from Mr. Kyle. 

Police Chief Johnston re- 
quested authorization to pur- 
chase eleven canisters of tear 
gas at $9.00 each. This was 
approved after Johnston told 
the group the officers would 
not carry them on routine pa- 
trol-only in emergency situa- 
tions such as when the new 
SWAT team was in action. The 
department already has in in- 
ventory the large tear gas 
canisters that are used in riot 
type situations.

The council heard two re- 
quests for reducing the speed 
limits in two areas of town. 
First, Highland Drive speed 
was reduced from 40 to 25 
miles per hour. Councilman 
Vaughan and Sharpless op- 
posed, noting that the present 
limits should be strictly en- 
forced first. Next Johnston 
explained the confusion on Tr- 
oy Highway where the limit 
was 25 miles per hour going 
in one direction and 40 going 
in the other. The council vo- 
ted to lower the limits to 25 
miles per hour out past the re- 
creation center 100 yards. 
Again Vaughan and Sharpless 
opposed the change, noting the 
highway was four lanes and 25 
was too slow. 


The council voted to ch- 
eck with General Telephone 
Company on why there was no 
telephone operating at the El- 
ba airport. According to re- 
ports, people flying in must 
walk to town due to lack of 
telephone facilities. 


Mayor Sawyer and City Cl- 
erk Prescott reported on the 
mortgage balance on the Fr- 
osty Morn building. The city 
gets $100 a month rent and it 
is applied to the mortgage on 
the building. The mortgage 
balance is now $2,821.35. 


Sawyer and Prescott also 
reported that the 15lst Engi- 
neers, National Guard, would 
Start clearing land for the 
new armory in the next few 
weeks. 


A lengthly discussion on 
increasing the sewer rates in 
Elba took place with consult- 
ing engineer Henry Padgett. 
Padgett had studied the sys- 
tem and offered several dif- 
ferent ways to apply sew- 
age rates. He recommended 
one that would pay the mi- 
himum operating expenses but 
would not pay for new or re- 
placement equipment. No ac- 
tion was taken, as Padgett 
urged the ccuncilmen to study 
the entire report before ma- 
king their decision. The rate 
Padgett suggested and the one 
seeming to suit the council- 
men was with a base of $3.25 
for residential users, up from 
the current $2.50.

The letter on the courthouse issue is a jewel. I deeply re- 
gret that the author is unknown, because the creativity and the 
intelligence necessary to write that letter should not go un- 
recognized! However, it gives me an opening to add several 
other wild suggestions gathered in the past. (1) use a mobile 
courthouse with two days in Enterprise, two days in Elba and 
the other day moving around the county. This, however, is 
not fair to Enterprise, it being the largest town. (2) door-to- 
door service with a slogan similar to the Avon advertisement 
“Your Probate Judge Calling.” (3) _ divide the county into 
two counties -- one will retain the name Coffee and the other 
will be named Tea. We could have. a tug-of-war at the di- 
vision line, with the division pulling the hardest keeping the 
name Coffee. (4) build a brick wall down the middle of the 
county to better divide each side We could hire the East 
Germans as consultants on where to build the guard towers 
and how wide to plow the escape strips. (5) either Elba or 
Enterprise could annex a strip of land up into New Brockton, 
build the new courthouse, “and everybody would be happy. 
We question the everybody part, however 


There have been people serious about the idea of dividing 
the county into two counties because of our continuing bick- 
ering, but that is not really the answer for mature folks 


Referring back to my opinion last week that building two new 
courthouses is the correct answer to our problem in Coffee 
County. For a number of years I have searched for an an- 
swer and have failed to come up with anything else with a 
remote possible chance of satisfying the people within the 
county. Considering the condition of our courthouses, the 
conditions of the vital records stored in these buildings, and 
other drawbacks, I have virtually locked in on the idea of build- 
ing two new buildings and accepting my part of paying for them. 
Also we must decide something soon because our county jail 
is ripe for a federal judge to command a change. This is hap- 
pening in other places and we are not immune. These must be 
decided together for one very practical reason -- the law 
says the jail will be in the same town with the courthouse. 


Folks in this area who insist on hauling drugs around town 
had better gear up. Chief Johnston told us Monday he had 


instructed his department to impound any car involved with 
‘controlied drugs. This is just like they do on bootleg whiskey 


and buddy you don’t get your car back.

ISSUES IN STATE 
GOVERNMENT 
By Lt. Gov. Jere Beasley 

Although the State 
Legislature received a great 
deal of criticism for its inac- 
tivity during the recent 
special session, there were a 
number of important 
measures which did receive 
approval by that body. One 
important Act should lead to 
improved health care 
throughout Alabama has 
received practically no 
publicity since its passage 
The measure which I have 
reference to repealed the 
Alabama law which required 
fully qualified out-of-state 
doctors to pass a com- 
prehensive exam before being 
admitted to practice in our 
State. This particular exam 
was totally unnecessary since 
all practicing physicians were 
required to pass the National 
Board of Medical Examiners 
test. These recently inacted 
measures met with almost 
unanimous approval and 
were cagerly endorsed by the 
State Medical Association 
and our two State medical 
schools. 

The passage of this par- 
ticular legislation will greatly

Dear Editor: 

I have been an avid reader 
of your paper for a number of 
years. I have always wanted 
to write and give my opinion 
on some important issue, but 
we just simply never seem to 
disagree to any real degree 
Finally I just decided to 
write you and tell you that I 
am in total agreement with you 
upon your recent statement 
concerning the fact that count- 
ies were formed for conven- 
ience rather than economy. 

I have thought long and 
hard and | feel that I have 


‘finally reached the perfect 


solution to the number and 
locations of the courthouses 
which we should build here in 
Coffee County. First, Enter- 
prise being the largest town 
in the county and having more 
people to convenience, should 
be allotted a total of eight 
courthouses (these should be 
located in the various sections 
of the city as to provide the 
greatest amount of access, sp- 
ace, etc.). Next, Elba being 
the second most populous town 
should get a total of four court- 
houses (we could place one in 
Brookdale, one on the Troy 
highway somewhere, one on 
Smith Avenue,and one down- 
town). New Brockton, Kinston, 
Victoria, Friendship, Good- 
man, and New Hope communi- 
ties should of course only re- 
ceive one courthouse each 
since they do not have very 
many people to convenience 
(and they can build theirs any- 
where they like).

H. M., Decatur 
SPARKMAN: 1 shudder my- 
self at the proposed deficit.

I recall that back .in Pre- 
sident Nixon's day he propo- 
sed what was termed a ‘‘full 
employment budget."’ His pl- 
anned deficit, as I recall, was 
something in excess of $10 
billion, and actually during 
his last four years the accu- 
mulated budget was in ex- 
cess of $100 billion. 

Congress now has set up 
budget committees in both Ho- 
uses that have for their ob- 
jectives a balanced budget wi- 
thin the next year or two.

The letter on the courthouse issue is a jewel. | deeply re- 
gret that the author is unknown, because the creativity and the 
intelligence necessary to write that letter should not go un- 
recognized! However, it gives me an opening to add several 
other wild suggestions gathered in the past. (1) use a mobile 
courthouse with two days in Enterprise, two days in Elba and 
the other day moving around the county. This, however, is 
not fair to Enterprise, it being the largest town. (2) door-to- 
door service with a slogan similar to the Avon advertisement 
“Your Probate Judge Calling.” (3) divide the county into 
two counties -- one will retain the name Coffee and the other 
will be named Tea. We could have a tug-of-war at the di- 
vision line, with the division pulling the hardest keeping the 
name Coffee. (4) build a brick wal! down the middle of the 
county to better divide each side. We could hire the East 
Germans as consultants on where to build the guard towers 
and how wide to plow the escape strips. (5) either Elba or 
Enterprise could annex a strip of land up into New Brockton, 
build the new courthouse, “and everybody would be happy.

There have been people serious about the» idea of dividing 
the county into two counties because of our continuing bick- 
ering, but that is not really the answer for mature folks. 


Referring back to my opinion last week that building two new 
courthouses is the correct answer to our problem in Coffee 
County. For a number of years I have searched for an an- 
Swer and have failed to come up with anything else with a 
remote possible chance of satisfying the people within the 
county. Considering the condition of our courthouses, the 
conditions of the vital records stored in these buildings, and 
other drawbacks, I have virtually locked in on the idea of build- 
ing two new buildings and accepting my part of paying for them. 
Also we must decide something soon because our county jail 
is ripe for a federal judge to command a change. This is hap- 
pening in other places and we are not immune. These must be 
decided together for one very practical reason -- the law 
Says the jail will be in the same town with the courthouse. 


Folks in this area who insist on hauling drugs around town 
had better gear up.

solution to the number and 
locations of the courthouses 
which we should build here in 
Coffee County.

Next, Elba being 
the second most populous town 
should get a total of four court- 
houses (we could place one in 
Brookdale, one on the Troy 
highway somewhere, one on 
Smith Avenue,and one down- 
town). New Brockton, Kinston, 
Victoria, Friendship, Good- 
man, and New Hope communi- 
ties should of course only re- 
ceive one courthouse each 
Since they do not have very 
many people to convenience 
(and they can build theirs any- 
where they like). 

Well, that about sums up 
my proposal upon an equitable 
way to settle this courthouse 
business. I*haven’t put the 
finishing touches on my method 
for financing this project but 
I will sit down and write you 
as soon as it is completed. 
Anyway, I think ‘this is just 
what your readers are int- 
erested in seeing --- ameans 
whereby us Elba citizens won't 
be forced to have anything to 
@o with those folks across the 
River, and we can continue to 
let petty differences split 
Coffee County.

If the teacher gives 100% of 
his effort into the classroom 
work and the problems he 
faces there, then he has ful- 
filled his contract. However, 
new and stricter guidelines 
need to be drawn up for stu- 
dents to observe and then th- 
ose same should be enforced. 
Problems with drugs and hea- 
vy emotional involvement be- 
tween students are becoming 
serious on the school cam- 
pus. 


The Middle School is a 
school with problems that ne- 
eds more supervision and dis- 
ciplining. 


As concerned parents of 
our school-aged children, to- 
day, let’s don’t sit back and 
complain. Join together, ad- 
mit our problems and let’s 
face our school board and voi- 
ce our concern.  Let’s pull 
together to piece back toge- 
ther our schools and the mo- 
rals that need to be instilled 
in our country’s future.

lion dollar deficit, now pro- 
jected to be somewhat lar- 
ger. The continued disre- 
gard of fiscal responsibility 
that prevails at all levels of 
government is terrifying. 

H. M., Decatur 
SPARKMAN: I shudder my- 
self at the proposed deficit. 
It is difficult for me to un- 
derstand the reasoning behind 
such planned deficits. The 
claim is that it will help 
correct the present high rate 
of inflation and the recession. 

I recall that back .in Pre- 
sident Nixon's day he propo- 
sed what was termed a ‘‘full 
employment budget.’’ His pl- 
anned deficit, as I recall, was 
something in excess of $10 
billion, and actually during 
his last four years the accu- 
mulated budget was in ex- 
cess of $100 billion. 

Congress now has set up 
budget committees in both Ho- 
uses that have for their ob- 
jectives a balanced budget wi- 
thin the next year or two. 
In fact, the Senate Budget 
Committee-is directed, work- 
ing with the House Budget 
Committee, to limit expendi- 
tures to revenues. I hope

Who, is this lady? She is 
Mrs. Mary Annie Ham Mays, 
a most interesting lady and 
a delightful conversationalist. 

Mrs. Mays was born Ma- 
rch 26, 1891, in Coffee Coun- 
ty, as stated above. So, this 
makes her a very spry, aler't 
and informed 84 year; old. 
Her parents were Mr. and 
Mrs. Phillip Jefferson Ham. 
Mrs. Ham’s maiden name was

Mrs. Ham were born and re-

I only wish there were 
time and space to print the 
whole ten pages of their trip, 
because the summary is most 
interesting znd fascinating, as 
Elaine not only included where 
they went, what they saw and 
what they did, but also impor- 
tant and interesting historical 
facts about the various places. 

She wrote that she was 
amazed at the beauty of the 
country - lovely, flowering 
double cherry trees in white 
and pink, brightly colored tul- 
ips, and window boxes of gay 
flowers everywhere. She was 
especially entranced with all 
the rolling green hills which 
looked like picture postcards 
with lambs grazing on them; 
and the beauty of the green 
Pastures wh.ch, she s2id, 
looks unreal and as if they 
had been mowed, they were 
SO neat and green. 

They stayed at the Brit- 
annia Hotel, located in the 
heart of Mayfair, on Gros- 
venor Square, the most exclu- 
Sive district of London. 


Their first evening there, 
they were taken to the posh 
“London Room”, where they 
enjoyed a gourmet dinner, 
dancing, and one of London's 
top cabaret acts, “The Nolan 
Sisters,” a very popular and 
versatile singing group com- 
posed of five sisters. Look 
for them over here soon, as 
eventually all of England's top 
performers come to the U. S. 
for exposire and publicity. 

They visited Oxford on Sun- 
day morning. She wrote “The 
ancient and beautiful city of 
Oxford is nicknamed ‘The City 
of Spires,’ the reason being 
apparent as you drive up the 
High Street, Europe's most 
Striking thoroughfare, with its 
medievel colleges. Oxford 
contains 20 colleges and also 
the world's most famous lib- 
rary, the ‘Bodleian.’ The lib- 
rary contains a copy of every 
book and magazine which has 
ever been published. They 
ihe over 4 million books on 
| (oe 

Still speaking of Oxford, 
“The Oxford School was start- 
ed shortly after the Magna 
Charta was sealed by theking, 
He could neither read nor 
write, so that is why his seal 
is there instead of his Signa- 
ture... The University’s 
first charter was granted by 
the Pope in 1214. To walk 
through Oxford is to walk thr- 
ough history. Oxford is the 
home of Pastuerer, the author 
of Dr. Zhivago. Richard Bur- 
ton was educated at Oxford and 
this is where he got his start 
as an actor.” 

On their way to Stratford- 
on-the-Avon, they “passed 
Bleming Palace, home of the 
Duke of Mondear. The house 
alone covered 7 acres. This 
was where Winston Churchill 
was born. It was not his 
father’s home, but his father’s 
older brother. The eldest son 
inherits his father’s estate 
and title. 

“There are only 25 dukes 
in England. They are next 
to the king; prior to becom- 
ing dukes, they were earls 
or lords.” 

Something funny over 
there, Elaine said -- they don’t 
have Hereford cows - they 
have Hel-e-ferds, a different 
pronunciation from ours. 

At Stratford-on-the-Avon, 
the birthplace of William 
Shakespeare, they visited the 
home in which he was born 


and lived, now a museum. 
There they also saw the mon- 
ument erected in honor of 
Shakespeare, ond across from 
the monumen, \ the bank of 
the Avon Ri, stood “the 
Royal Shakesp, oe Theatre.” 
Elaine writes, “\'e crossed 
the Clopton Bridge, . eparating 
the memorial to Shaxespeare 
and The Royal Shakespeare 
Theatre. It has carried traf- 
fic over the Avon River at 
Stratford for nearly five cen- 
turies. (On the river were 
about 50 swans.)" 

While at Stratford-on-the 
Avon, they also toured the 
home of Anne Hataway, Sha- 
kespeare's wife. They passed 
the church where Sheakes- 
peare’s body is buried, 

By motorcoach, they were 
driven to the town of Warwick, 
which is in the very center of 
England. Here they toured 
Warwick Castle. Time and 
Space do not permit me to 
tell you Elaine’s description 
of the castle. Suffice itto say, 
that it must be simply beauti- 
ful, and almost indescribably 
beautiful, from her words of 
it. Strutting around outside 
amid the fountains and gar- 
dens were brilliantly hued 
peacocks. 

As she said, “After all 
this, still one more castle, 
but this time to eat. “It was 
on the estate of the Duke and 
Duchess of Denmar. “He only 
Owned 100,000 acres of land.” 
(How ‘bout that, you Coffee 
County farmers, ranchers and 
cattlemen? Wouldn’t it be nice 
to have a spread like that. | 
guess if somebody did, they'd 
own all of Coffee County. 
That's a lotta land!) 

They toured Westminster 
Abbey, the “Coronation 
Church.” “The beauty of the 
Church was overwhelming,” 
she wrote. 

Another tourist landmark 
they visited was the Tower of 
London, where the Crown 
jewels are kept. Elaine wri- 
tes, “Tower Bridge was a 
thrill to ride over. It was 
built in 1886 - 94 and is the 
last bridge across the Thames 
River before reaching the sea. 


_ Regent’s Park, Hyde Park and 


St. James Parks were all very 
Spacious and in full bloom with 
beautiful flowers, mostly tul- 
ips. The houses of Parlia- 
ment and Big Ben were spe- 
cial places of interest. One 
had to enjoy seeing Picadilly 


Circus and Trafalgar Square, 
with all its statues, fountains 
and hundreds and hundreds of 
pigeons. The home of Presi- 
dent Kennedy was pointed out 
to us, It had a bronze pla- 
que on the front. He visited 
London frequently.” 

They saw a statue of Pre- 
Sident Franklin D. Roosevelt 
on Grosvenor .Square. “The 
English were very {8nd of 
him. No one was allowed to 
contribute more than 25¢ for 
the statue and the money for it 
was raised in less than 24 
hours.” They also saw sta- 
tues of Abraham Lincoln and 
Winston Churchill. 

They saw Buckingham Pal- 
ace -- again, time and space 
do not permit details, They 
viewed the 30-minute cere- 
mony of the Changing of the 
Guards, along with about a 
thousand other folks of almost 
every nationality, This takes 
place every morning from 
11:30 till 12:00.  “Bobbies 
were on horseback keeping 
everyone out of the way. The 
Queen's Horse Brigade began 
the ceremony, Even the 
horses were elegantly out- 
fitted for this occasion. 

Next came the Queen's 
Grenadier Band. Such pre- 
cision in marching, I have 
never seen. Thenthe Queen's 
Foot Guards -- the ceremony 
took the whole thirty minutes, 
but it was with such dignity. 
It is a very impressive cere- 
mony.” 


They toured St. Paul's 
Cathedral, the city’s greatest 
monument. “And,-it is truly 
a masterpiece - it was built 
in 1675-1708, and is the fifth 
church to stand on the site, 
The earliest one was erected 
on the site in 604. I do not 
have words to describe this 
cathedral. It is just hard to 
believe that anyone could de- 
Sign or build such a place. 
It seems that this could only 
be true in a dream or in 
Heaven. The dome is painted 
illustrating the life of St. Paul, 
in eight frescoes. There are 
three balconies in the dome 
upon which one cali walk. A 
wonder of this déme is that a 
Person standing on one side 
can whisper and it can be 
heard on the other Side, 107 
feet away. This is called the 
“Whispering Gallery.” The 
Cathedral contains an Ameri- 
can Memorial Chapel, a tri- 
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bute from the people of Bri- 
tain to the 28,000 American 
citizens who met their deaths 
in the Second World War.” 


At Knebworth Castle, they 
toured the house and were ent- 
ertained in the old Elizabethan 
manner - mead was passed 
around on trays by ladies 
dressed as in the days of 
King Henry VIII. Everyone 
was dressed in period cos- 
tumes, from the ladies-in- 
waiting to the wenches (sery- 
ing girls), to the musicians 
Even someone was dressed 
as Henry the VIII, and act- 
ing very “kingly.” This “Eli- 
zabethan Feast’ lasted three 
hours. The music was played 
on strange-looking instru- 
ments and was not very pretty. 
The wenches called all the 
men ‘Milord.’ It was really a 
jolly feast.” 

“Another day -- Hampton 
Court Palace. It was built 
by Thomas Wolsey and pre- 
sented to King Henry VIII about 
1525. You know, Henry VIII 
had seven wives, and here at 
Hampton Court, he Spent sey4 
eral of his honeymoons. The 
clock on the Anne Boleyn Gate 
Way was very interesting. It 
not only gave the time, but 
almost anything else you want+ 
ed to know. The gardens heré 
were the most beautiful of 
any we saw -- I have neve 
seen anything like the flo 
wers here. There was 4a 
grapevine here planted during 
the reign of George IIIX, about 
600 years ago.” j

They had lunch at Great 
Fosters, a palace built in 1550 
A. D. From there, they werd 
driven to Runnymeds, wheré 
the Magna Charta was sealed) 

They saw Windsor Castle; 
which could easily cover sey 
eral city blocks. This is the 
favorite residence of the 
Queen. She spends every, 
weekend that she is home here; 
and a lot of her other free 
time. This is where she 
attends church, and her grand- 
parents and parents are buried 
here.

Mrs. June Brown will ser- 
ve as the Right to Read di- 
rector for the Coffee County 
School System.

FIRE ANTS 

We are temporarily out of 
the Mirex fire ant bait. In 
fact, | am not sure whether 
we will be getting more from 
the Department of Agriculture 
in Montgomery. Dr. J. A 
Bloch told me that there isa 
possibility that more Mirex 
will be made available 

Mirex is cleared to be used 
on crop land as well as pas- 
tures and around homes. It

For those who have severe 
fire ant problems around the 
house and around buildings you 
can get 5% Heptachlor or 10% 
Chlordane dust or 10% Dield- 
rin dust , of these three 
will give goud control of fire 
ants. Remember these mater- 
ials cannot be used on pasture 
land or crop land. They are 
recommended only for use on 
your lawns and around build- 
ings where the land is not 
cultivated or grazed.

The aspirin that relieves 
one person's cold symptoms 
may help spread the infection 
to others. Tests conducted by 
researchers at the University 
of Illinois showed some sur- 
prising results. Even the in- 
vestigators were astounded. 
When a person who already has 
a cold takes aspirin, the amount 
of viruses in their nasal se- 
cretions actually increases. 

People catch colds by inhal- 
ing the droplets expelled by 
cold-sufferers who donot cover 
their nose and mouth when they 
Sneeze or cough. If they also 
take aspirin, they may be even 
more of a menace. 

The research on the subject 
was done by infecting healthy 
medical students with two rhi- 
noviruses, two of the hundreds 
of viruses that cause the com- 
mon cold. For eight days, some 
of the volunteers received as- 
pirin to treat the infection, 
while others received adummy 
pill. The results showed that 
those receiving aspirin had a 
moderate reduction in the fre- 
quency and severity of symp- 
toms. They were able to stay 
out of bed longer than theother 
group. But they also showed 
higher amounts of viruses in 
secretions from their noses 

Why this should be baffles 
the researchers, who published 
their results in a recent issue 
of the journal of the American 
Medica! Association.They sug- 
gest that aspirin somehow int- 


erferes with the body's defense 
System against viruses. But 
yaa research will have to 
xplore the reasons how and 
why

cal Soil and Water Conser-

bama at which the amendment

WHEREAS, the first Tues- 
day after the expiration ofthree 
months from final adjournment 
of the 1°75 Second Special Se- 
ssion of the Legislature of Ala- 
bama will be and occur on June 
10, 1°75; and 

WHEREAS, notice of such 
election, together with the pro- 
posed amendment is required 
by law and by the provisions 
of the act submitting the am- 
endment to be given by a pro- 
clamation of the Governor to be 
published in each county in the 
State of Alabama for four suc- 
cessive weeks next preceding 
the day appointed for the elec- 
tion: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Geo- 
rge C. Wallace, as Governor 
of the State of Alabama, do 
hereby give notice, direct and 
proclaim that on Tuesday the 
10th day of June 1°75, an elec- 
tion will be held at the several 
polling places within the State 
-of Alabama in the manner and 
form prescribed by law upon the 
following proposed amendment 
to the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama of 1°01: 

“Any provision of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama or amend- 
ments thereto to the contrary 
notwithstanding. the State shall 
have the power to engage in 
works of internal improvement 
in connection with the develop- 
ment. construction, improve- 
ment, expansion, and moderni- 
zation of the State Docks fac- 
ilities at the Port of Mobile 

“The Legislature may by 
appropriate laws authorize the 
State to become indebted and, 
in evidence of such indebt- 
edness, to sell and issue its 
interest bearing general obli- 


_ gation bonds, in an aggregate 
“principal amount not exceeding 


Forty-five Million Dollars 
($45,000,000), for the purpose 
of paying costs of the develop- 
ment, construction, improve- 
ment, expansion, and modern- 
ization of the State Docks facil- 
ities at the Port of Mobile, 


as the said facilities may at ‘ 


any time exist. The full 
faith, credit, and taxing powers 
of the State are hereby pledged 
to the prompt and faithful pay- 


ment at their respecitve inat- 
urities of the principal of 
and interest on the bonds. The 
Said bonds may be additionally 
secured by any special pledges 
that may be provided for by 
the legislature. 

“The Legislature may, by 
appropriate laws, provide for 
the organization of a public 
corporation with power to act 
for the State in the authoriza- 
tion, sale, issuance and appro- 
val of disbursement of proceeds 
of the said bonds and any bonds 
that may hereafter be issued 
for the purpose of refunding 
them. The said public cor- 
poration shall consist of the 
Governor, the Director of Fin- 


ance, one member of the Sen- 


ate, appointed by the President 
of the Senate, one member of 
the House of Representatives, 
appointed by the Speaker, and 
the Director of the State Docks 
Department, each of whom 
Shall be members of its Board 
of Directors. 

“The Legislature shall im- 
plement the provisions of this 
amendment by appropriate leg- 
islation.” 

I further direct and pro- 
claim that notice of this elec- 
tion upon Tuesday the 10th 
day of June 1°75 upon the 
above set forth amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of

erate income.” 

Kloss continued, “It is with 
pleasure that I present to you 
a letter from the President ex- 
pressing his congratulations on 
the completion of your plans 
for Community Development in 
the City of Elba.” 

He added, “The Department 
of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment has approved your appli- 
cation for $49,000 for fiscal 
year 1975 and Mr. John Will 
Pitts, director of HUD, Bir- 
mingham area office offers his 
assistance to you in carrying 
out this program.” 

Mayor Sawyer responded 
with, “We owe our thanks to 
Mr. D. M. English, for his 
help, the President, Mr. Pitts 
and you Mr. Kloss for all the 
help you have given and/or as- 
Surances for future help with 
this grant. Our City Clerk 
Jack Prescott and Mr. English 
have worked long, hard hours 
in preparing this project.

Dear Mayor Sawyer: 


Last August, I had the honor 
of signing into law the Hous- 
ing and Community Devel- 
opment Act of 1974. 


This historic legislation was 
passed by the Congress to ch- 
ange the old, helter-skelter 
system of helping our cities 
grow. The new act is desi- 
gned to let the cities and co- 
unties of our Nation set their 
own priorities and make their 
own plans -- with only very 
broad Federal guidelines. 


I am pleased and delighted th- 
at your City has completed its 
own plan -- and that it has 
been approved by the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban De- 
velopment. 


That is only the first ‘step. 
I urge that you enlist all your 
citizens in helping to carry 
out this plan. This is a new 
direction in Federal policy and 
requires total public partici- 
pation if it is to succeed. 


Congress has passed an ex- 
cellent law The Department 
of Housing and Urban Devel- 
opment has completed its task. 


Now it is up to you.
